FIRES ON U-BOAT 


An Atlantic Part, June' 11.—The 


story of a brush between a large 
American transport and a German 
submarine off the coast of New Jersey 
was related last night by the officers 
and crew of a large Brazilian ship 
which escaped the same U-boat. 


While about 75 miles off the New 


Jersey coast the undersea craft was 
sighted. It signalled to the Brazilian 
vessels to halt, but the latter's cap- 
tain instead ordered full speed ahead 
and changed his course toward shore, 
in the meantime zig-zagging to in- 
sure greater safety. 


It was said that the submarine was 


too far off to make use of a torpedo. 
A large vessel afterward identified as 
a U. S. army transport, then engaged 
the submarine firing several shots at 
the raider. 


The captain of the Brazilian ship did 


not remain to ascertain whether the 
U-boat was injured. It is believed 
that the submarine submerged and es- 
caped.
